A requested increase in tiro 
department personnel, and an­ 
other bid for effective use of 
automatic sprinkler systems, was 
made by Fire Chief James M. 
Brett in his annual report to the 
Board of Fire Commissioners 
last night. 
Appointment of ‘‘at least 1.3 
firemen" was proposed. He again 
asked for "an adequate; fire pre­ 
vention code,” suggested that the 
entire

be

equipped, and a new engine pur­ 
chased. 
Fire Loss Reduced 
A total 19.38 fire loss of $49,- 
579.26 is shown in the report. 
This was $11,702.93 under the 
19,37 loss of $61,282.19. 
The total fire loss on buildings 
in 1958 was $35,520.88 as com­ 
pared to $46,513.58 in 1957. 'I he 
loss on contents in 1958 was 
$14,058.38 last year and that in 
1957 was $15,314.61. 
The 1958 per capita fire loss 
was $1.65, and total fire calls 
answered for the year was 375 
compared to 462 in 1957.

In a special report the chief 
said: “I wish to draw to your 
attention the improbability of 
this 
department 
successfully 
coping witty a major fire in an 
institution having a high life 
hazard potential, such as local 
schools, hospitals, nursing homes, 
factories, theatres, and other 
places where large groups of 
people assemble or are confined. 
"If rescue operations are to 
be successful they must be ac­ 
complished in the first five min- 1 
utes or so after the alarm is 
given. In this period of time, the ¡ 
total paid personnel responding 
is never more than 13. This 
group has to lay lines, ventilate, 
raise ladders, rescue, etc. 
‘‘It is quite apparent that a 
group such as this is entirely in­ 
adequate to cope with the 
above described situation.

"I therefore recommend that 
the aforementioned occupancies 
he equipped with approved auto­ 
matic sprinkler systems, con­ 
nected to the fire alarm system 
of the city.”

Ike Lists Program to End 
Labor-ManagementA buses 
WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Eisenhower today urged Congress 
to enact a 20-point program de­ 
signed to eliminate labor-manage- 
ment abuses. 
In a special message. Eisenhow­ 
er called his program a complete 
and effective approach to the 
problem. He said it is not a piece­ 
meal program. 
He also declared it is “essential 
to assure the American public 
that true, responsible collective 
bargaining can be carried on with 
full protection to the rights and 
freedoms of workers and with 
adequate guarantees of the public 
interest.” 


“These recommendations, when 
adopted, should do much to elim­ 
inate those abuses and improper 
practices, which, I am firmly con­ 
vinced. the American public ex­ 
pects and believes will be cor­ 
rected through legislative action,” 
he said. 
"Equally important, they will 
do so without imposing arbitrary 
restrictions or punitive measures 
on the legitimate activities of hon­ 
est labor and management of­ 
ficials.”

Osteoarthritis Now Known 


As Mild Disease of Joints

AT TH E GRASS ROOTS 
Americans of our time are the meet ing­ 
est pooplc ever to have lived on this earth. 
Sometimes it seems as though, on any given

1 recall making a serious mistake some years 
ago in trying to tell a patient what was the m at­ 
ter w ith her. 
She had a small amount of stiffness in her 
shoulders. This was found to be what at that time 
was most commonly called osteoarthritis. I told 
her the name and added that it would never give 
her much trouble and that she could ignore it to 
a large extent. 
She came back about two weeks later looking 
worn and tired. She told mi' she had not s le p t a 
wink and that I should be hanged for telling her 
she had arthritis. 
Apparently everything I had said, except the 
word “arthritis,” had gone in one ear and out 
the other. Personally, I think hanging was rather 
too radical a punishment, but there is no doubt 
that I had made an error. 
At

rate, 
today 
this ailment 
is better 
known as degenerative joint disease. It is not an 
inflammatory disease of the joints. Its course is 
generally mild, it causes little or no serious dis­ 
ability and requires little treatm ent as a rule. 
W hat happens is that there is a slow degenera­ 
tion of the cartilage of some ot the joints, lead­ 
ing to an overgrowth of the bony tissue around 
them. These changes may appear in any one of 
several different locations. They are particularly

He flatly rejects the 
clam or from some quarters that 
we should reorganize our schools 
along lines followed in Europe, 
w here advanced education is re­ 
stricted to an intellectual elite 
(usually selected by competitive 
examination 
at 
age 
ten 
or 
eleven) 
and where 
the entire 
school system oí a country is 
controlled by the state or na­ 
tional government. 
After p e r s o n a l l y visiting 
schools in eighteen states, Dr. 
Conant says, “I can sum up my 
conclusions in a few sentences. 
T he 
number 
of 
small 
high 
schools must be drastically re­ 
duced through district reorgan­ 
ization. Aside from this impor­ 
tant change, I believe no radical 
alteration in the basic pattern of 
American education is necessary 
in order to improve our public 
high schools. 
On»’ G«’neral Criticism 
"If the more than fifty schools 
I have visited, all of which have 
a 
good reputation, are at all 
representative of 
A m e r i c a n 
public high schools, I think one 
general criticism would In.’ 
in 
order: the academically talanted 
student, as a rule, is not being 
sufficiently challanged, does not 
w ork hard enough, and his or 
her program of academic sub­ 
jects is not of sufficient range. 
! 
"'The 
able 
boys 
too 
often 
specialize in 
mathematics 
and 
science to the exclusion of for­ 
eign languages and to the ne­ 
glect 
of 
English 
and 
social 
studies. The able girls, on the 
oth er 
hand, 
too

avoid 
m athem atics and science as well 
as the foreign languages. A cor­ 
rection of this situation in many 
instances will depend upon an

Dr. Conant’s study, which is 
to continue for at least another 
year, is being administered as 
a g ran t to the Educational T est­ 
ing Service, a non-profit organi­ 
zation serving the school and col­ 
lege field from its headquarters 
in Princeton.

Conant’s 
most 
forceful 
recommendations

cern the study of English and 
foreign languages. 
He roundly 
condemns the existing practice 
of stud\ing two or more foreign 
languages for two years each in 
high school and strongly urges 
concentrating on one language, 
so th at the student in time may 
acquire some real grasp of the 
foreign tongue. 
In similar fash­ 
ion, and w’itii a similar air of

In three years, under Khrush­ 
chev's prodding, the Soviet Union

Louis Jolyon West, director of 
psychiatry for the University of 
Oklahoma Medical School. “This 
man has been under 24-hour psy­ 
chiatric observation for over a 
w"ok. Every utterance, every at­ 
titude during this great stress has 
been noted down. There is noth­ 
ing we haven’t measured. We 
know him through and through. 
And 1 11 tell you something, he’s 
a man.” 
Tripp, who plays records nightly 
for three hours over radio station 
WMG.M. started it all by saving 
he would stay awake 200 hours to 
draw attention to the March of 
Dimes campaign for funds. Furth­ 
ermore, he would spend his time 
in a glass-e n c 1 o s e d recruiting 
booth in the heart of garish Times 
Square. 
200 Up Tonight 
Tripp’s 200 hours—812 days— 
will be up at 7:14 p.m. EST to­ 
night. Even, if he falls short of 
this goal. West and Williams know 
of no one else who has gone as 
long as Tripp without sleep under 
minute-by-minute supervision. 
What does it matter? What do 
you gain from watching a man 
stay awake? 
“Medically, there is great inter­ 
est in sleep deprivation.” West 
says "It induces a kind of mental 
disturbance which can be re­ 
versed. Mental health research is 
handicapped by the difficulty of 
trying to produce the disease in a 
laboratory for study.” 
He said no doctor is willing to 
produce a real mental illness in 
a person so as to study the dis­ 
ease. Sleep loss, however, can im­ 
itate some effects of mental ill­ 
ness. 
Doctor, Nurse With Him 
There are numerous other sci­ 
entific aspects of the study, most 
of them having to do with the 
brain and the central nervous 
system. Williams presides over an 
instrument-packed room in the 
Hotel Astor to which Tripp is 
steered from his Times Square 
booth every few hours. A doctor 
and a psychiatric nurse are at his 
elbow night and day.
